closer than at any time since Dec. 
17, -when Mussolini denounced the 
1935 treaty which he initialed at 
Rome with Pierre Laval, then" the 
French premier.

motor which "went to pieces" was 
blamed by the pilot today for the 
fiery crash of a twin-engined 14- 
passenger Braniff airliner which 
killed eight persons. 


Four persons, including the pilot, 


Captain Claude Seaton of Dallas, 
escaped with injuries in the Sunday 
morning crash. 


The pilot's physician. Dr. H. D. 


Collins, said Seaton told him "a 
motor 'went to pieces' in the air." 
The doctor said he took it that he 
meant that the motor failed." 


Federal investigators examined 


the debris of the motor as they 
sought officially to fix the cause. 


Of the four survivors. Carl Erick- 


son. a passenger from Chicago, was 
least seriously injured. The others, 
Captain Seaton. co-pilot Malcolm 
Wallace and Perry R. Smith, a pas- 
senger.

Three Public Lotteries are 


Operating in One Coal Town 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


Philadelphia—With no desire to blow the whistle but strictly as a mat- 


ter of news, this column reports that there are three public lotteries in 
the hard coal town of Shcnandoah, Schuylkill county. Pa., two of them 
operated by the local chapters of well-known war veterans' organiza- 
tions, the third ostensibly by a group of volunteer firemen, and that 
drawings have been held regularly lor two years on 
Saturday nights. The chances cost 10 cents each, 
three for a quarter and the capital prizes vary in 
proportion to the sales, being sometimes as high as 
$2.500. Theie are minor prizes also, the lowest being 
$10. 


The profits of the first two are said to be devoted 


to the succor of widows and orphans of local war 
veterans and of needy veterans themselves, and the 
promoters of the so-called firemen's lottery' claim 
that they use their profits to buy fire-fighting equip- 
ment. All three are popular with the people of Shen- 
andoah. where poverty is rife and the bootlegging of 
coal has acquired the dignity of a recognized industry, 
and all are run in violation of the laws of the state. 
Peeler 


but without apparent violation of any federal law. Some winners of sub- 
stantial prizes are said to have invested the money in the coal bootleg- 
ging business. 


The business of these drawings has spread to several other counties, 


and a rival lottery has been started in Mahanoy City. But the Shcnandoah 
promoters have in mind the unhap- 
py fate that befell a prosperous lot- 
tery in Pottsville a few years ago, 
and their natural desire to tap 
sources of fresh money in large 
cities is governed by a fear of rum 
through counterfeiting and legal 
intervention. 


The Pottville lottery began with 


harmless, even philanthropic, in- 
tent, in a social group of Germans- 
Americans who cave liberally of 
their profits to local hospitals, 
churches and charitable institutions. 
However. 
Philadelphia 
became 


aware of the gamble, and as the 
Philadelphia trade increased, coun- 
terfeiters moved in. Complaints fol- 
lowed, the state police raided the 
club one night while the draw was 
in progress and the lottery was 
abandoned, although the Schuylkill 
county grand jury, in deference to 
local tradition and opinion, refused 
to indict It appears to be no crime 


ty. The toleration o. these gambles, 
and the lotteries as well, naturally 
presents open opportunities 
for 


graft by politicians and public offi- 
cers of various ranks, and there is 
no reason to doubt that the graft Is 
good. Yet It may be said also that 
a statesman running for office on 
an anti-gambling platform would 
get only the votes of himself and 
his family. 
It will be useless to send mall or- 


ders to the Shenandoah 
lotteries, 


even in the not improbable event of 
one's guessing the names of the vet- 
erans' organizations, which are fa- 
miliar to one and all. The operators 
realize that mail operations would 
complicate matters and presently 
bring federal prosecution and dis- 
solution. 
There may be others, but these 


three and the one at Mahanoy city 
are the only open public lotteries 
in the United States in the knowl 
edge of your correspondent, who 
may be shockingly ignorant of such 
matters.

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WHAT DANGER TO AMERICA? 
About 125 years ago Napoleon tramped 


the beach at Calais, gazang angrily at the 
English cliffs but 23 miles away. 


His supreme ambition was to land an 


army in England. All the immense pnde 
of this arch egotist had curdled into hat- 
red against the English because they had 
humiliated him at every turn excepting on 
the field of battle. The upturned English 
nose at Napoleon's royal pretenses, their 
refusal to call him emperor, galled him 
most bitterly. 
Moreover their grip on 


trade kept France thin. 


Xapoleon busied the shipyards in ev- 


ery port constructing a suitable fleet to 
carry the army that had been invincible 
across that mere 23 miles of water. But 
he never used the fleet. He was much too 
good a soldier to permit wrath to rule him 
long. 


He knew well that he could land an 


army in England easily. 
Transportation 


on land was the horse. It also carried the 
messages. But this born and super-trained 
soldier knew that an army is really but 
half of what, is needed, and maybe less 
than that, in winning a war. For the 
army must be provisioned. If it doesn't 
eat well it doesn't fight well. High spirits 
cannot be maintained on stale vegetables 
or wormy meat And an army must have 
a tremendous supply of ammunition. High 
spirits cannot be maintaned long in the 
presence of a belter equipped enemy. And 
high spirits, trust in leadership, satisfac- 
tion with the handling of its great affairs, 
make armies win battles. 


Napoleon never crossed the English 


channel because he could not depend upon 
maintaining a steady stream of supplies 
and ammunition to his troops after he got 
them there. He went a thousand miles 
to Moscow over land. He wouldn't risk 
23 miles over an ocean he could not con- 
stantly control. 


He knew such a venture was licked 


. before it started. So he didn't start. 


Can anyone fancy, someone with as 


wild and soaring an imagination as an 
opium eater, how an enemy could ever 
be landed on these shores of ours in suf- 
jficient number to cause us any worry? 


And if so how that enemy could be 


•provisioned and supplied with ammuni- 
tion while it traversed the continent or 
struck at great nerve centers of popula- 
'tion? 


Actually it would take years for a 


force of sufficient size to be gathered to- 
gether in the western world to become a 
menace to us. That force would have to 
be gathered while we were sleeping. • It 
would have to be gathered on alien soil, 
presumably somewhere to the south as far 
as the Straits of Magellan. It would need 
a flotilla of transports, supply ships, hos- 
pital ships, ammunition holds, constantly 
sailing. 
• 


The caution that attended every step 


of the upbuilding of this America of ours 
suggests the advisability of keeping our 
army well organized so that we may 
spread it out into millions upon short no- 
tice, our navy and air service modern and 
tuned up io every danger we can vision, 
but the notion that we are really in any 
physical danger of attack from" Europe 
or Asia is preposterous and even Euro- 
pean desperation should not again employ 
it to jitter our unstable into rushing to 
Europe because told that otherwise we 
"will be next." 


If anyone has any doubt of these con- 


clusions let him read the details of the 
nearly four years of campaigning of the 
Union Arrr.y in its effort to get to Rich- 
mond curing the Civil war and how it was 
divided and repulsed by a network of 
rivers that prevented it from gathering 
together its men, its food, its cannon and 
its ammunition ar.d striking in full force. 
Indeed before Richmond was taken Grant 
went dear io the south and crossed great- 
er streams where the Confederates had no 
armies and then turned r.orth and actual- 
ly took P»:chrr.ond from the west.

vouchsafed us. 


But what these inhabitants looked like, 


their color and stature, how they lived and 
with what they dressed, what sort of gov- 
ernment they maintained, from whence 
they came and with what Pompciian dis- 
aster they vanished, arc questions about 
which we find the curtains too thick or 
our sight too weak. 


The possibility that some impish prac- 


tical joker placed this 
find 
where it 


might be easily discovered is not to be 
quickly discarded. Our scientists, whether 
in the field or in the classroom, have 
found it necessaiy to contest with and be 
on guard against daredevil youth out on 
a romp as well as all the obstructions 
that cons of time have raised. 


ANOTHER LABOR BILL 


The Schmitz bill before the assembly 


at Madison would require labor unions in 
this state to detail all their business and 
activities to the Secretary of State by 
means of voluminous reports. 
These re- 


ports would include a list of all receipts 
and disbursements with names and post- 
offices of those dealt with and a finan- 
cial setup of assets and liabilities. A sep- 
arate requirement directs the publication 
of this report in the home town news- 
paper. 


A broad argument embellished with 


much philosophy might be 
written in 


support of the measure by its proponents 
but it would be neither sound nor fair. 
Labor unions are not public concerns but 
private associations." And they have the 
right to privacy unless and until some 
great public right is endangered by their 
privacy. The same "reasons" that may be 
sent forth in support of this measure 
could be advanced with equal justifica- 
tion to uphold publication of the inner- 
most details of the affairs of every busi- 
ness institution. 
Moreover the tendency 


of such a law would be highly disruptive 
of labor's effort to hold together and 
present a united effort in disputes. 


We are not going to cure such evils as 


may have developed in employer 
and 


worker controversies by oppressive regu- 
lations of this sort. If those evils are to 
be eliminated such result can only be ob- 
tained by constructive laws written with 
a clear understanding of the reason for 
existing abuses. The aim must be to go no 
further by way of regulation than is im- 
peratively necessary. What applies to la- 
bor in this respect applies to business and 
industry with equal force. And laws that 
needlessly hamper business or are de- 
signed to trip or brake it insofar as the 
use of its legitimate freedom of action is 
concerned have been so fully and com- 
pletely denounced their repetition has ap- 
proached the tiresome stage. 


Although labor unions are not in- 


corporated their members stand much in 
relation to them as stockholders in active 
companies. 
The membership in all such 


associations are entitled under by-laws 
that govern their various organizations to 
certain reports and upon the floors of 
their own meeting places the individuals 
may put inquiries, voice criticisms and de- 
mand explanations. 
That is a proper 


place for the details which are not anyone 
else's business. 


It is to be hoped that the legislature 


in enacting new laws upon this subject 
will keep its eye upon the very impor- 
tant object to be attained. And that ob- 
ject is peace by negotiation but with nei- 
ther side hamstrung with weights nor en- 
feebled by artificial controversies created 
on the side. 


It is right for the law to provide de- 


lays to the thrown gauntlet and save all 
from acting intemperately or with that 
degree of precipitate haste that never yet 
helped to finally or justly settle a dispute. 
And that should be the result to be fairly 
anticipated by proposals to amend or they 
should be discarded. 


TREATING TOOTING TIN TOYS 


TO TAXES 


The bill introduced at Madison to put 


a lax on the manufacture and sale of mili- 
tary toys is nothing new. It might be sup- 
ported for the general reason that every- 
thing must ba taxed, and plenty. 


But it was probably introduced with 


the curious notion that if the use of little 
tin soldiers and cork-popping guns couldn't 
be stopped they might be made to pay into 
the treasury to support the schools which 
would in turn offset the murderous im- 
pulses that grow in our four-year-olds 
even when they hear the beat of a toy 
drum. Today we should be belter able 
to understand that toying with the toys 
only makes Mars laugh, and that the 
elimination of the high and excitable re- 
mancc that makes war attractive to many, 
or at least endurable, must be altackcd 
through processes of reason and logic, a 
condition of mind that cannot be created 
in the very immature. It were better Io 
pay r.o attention to the little tin soldiers 
and the cork-popping guns that concen- 
tration might be made upon essentials. 


But what we are going to do for and 


with those men -who secure high places 
and exert great influence but never quite 
recover from the dominance of the little 
iin soldier-and his coughing tin trumpet 
and looks gaily upon war as a fascina- 
ting Rime thtt w;31 increase applause to 
thunderous proportions is a horse of an- 
other color.

At first, banks operating under 


FHA were absorbing 10 old mort- 
gages on old houses for every three 
new building jobs, but now the situ- 
ation is just reversed. Seven mort- 
gages go Io new construction 
to 


three on old homes. 
Meantime, 


mortgage interest rates have been 
cut from 7 or 9 per cent to as low 
as 4| per cent. 


Banks have been especially pleas- 


ed with the layout because in re- 
cent years they have found mighty 
few oullels for their money. They 
point out that they represent 
a 


"reservoir" of approximately $45,- 
000,000,000 of lendable capital while 
the Building and Loan associations 
has less than $6,000,000,000. 


But it is FHA which is on 
the 


pan. It has "insured" $1,80,000.000 of 
mortgages (mostly through banks) 
and has a present legal limit of $3,- 
000,000,000. All that will be absorbed 
this year. It has to get both an ex- 
tension of life and an extension of 
its insurance limit from Congress. 


And there is where Fancy of the 


Home Owners Loan bank board and 
the Building and Loan associations 
come in. They proposed that Con- 
gress dissolve FHA, transfer 
its 


functions to the loan board and car- 
ry on with one organization. 


The banks think that smells like 


an effort to subordinpte their busi- 
ness to that of the Building and 
Loan associations. 


An unusual clement is that here 


business is not asking the Govern- 
ment to keep its hands out. It is ask- 
ing the Government to stay in—ac- 
tively.

This determination has fixed the 
direction and the limits of the cam- 
paign of aggression; it has set the 
.limits and the character of the re- 
sistance. Thus far, Hitler and Mus- 
solini have demanded and have tak- 
en only what they could 
obtain 


without war. Thus far the others 
have protested or yielded depending 
on whether the next move would 
carry them from measures short of 
war to war itself. 


The underlying fear of war has 


been the controlling factor in all the 
nations; it is the one thing which 
has preserved the peace. No gov- 
ernment knows what would happen 
if it tried to take its people into a 
general war; no government has be- 
lieved that its people would fight 
for any length of time outside their 
own frontiers: every government, 
the dictatorships perhaps most of 
all, has "realized that in a general 
war it is the soldiers and not the 
pohticans who will take command, 


I it is the masses with guns in their 
' hands, rather than the party bosses 
and the propagandists and the po- 
lice, who will rule the nation. 


These are the ultimate considera- 


tions which have thus far confined 
the aggression to aggression against 
the weak. Though the great prizes 
of aggression can be had only by 
challenging 
the 
great 
powers, 


though the little nations are 
in 
themselves of little permanent or 
substantial value to the conquerors, 
thus far the aggressors have been 
careful to march down those roads 
only where they could be certain of 
meeting no opposition. 
All Nations Trying 
to Avoid Actual War 


The same fundamental consider- 


ation has paralyzed the democracies 
in fulfilling their treaties and up- 
holding the principles which they 
profess. They may refuse "to rec- 
ognize" the conquest of the small 
nations but when it comes to de- 
fending them, the democracies are

Independence and liberties of dis- 
tant peoples. 


The whole cxpcrenlcc of the 


League and of all the diplomatic 
coalitions arranged in the succes- 
sive crises since Japan seized Man- 
churia in 1931 shows that modern 
nations will not, and probably can- 
not, 
fight against nations of equal 


size unless they are directly at- 
tacked 
on their 
own 
frontiers. 


Though the threat of war is still an 
instrument of diplomacy, war Itself 
has become such a stupendous ca- 
lamity that all nations will avoid it 
except possibly when they are so 
directly attacked that they have no 
choice. 


Under these convictions Europe 


is involved m a desperate struggle 
which remains indecisive because 
no stale has actually been willing 
to attack if the attack meant war or 
to resist if resistance meant war. 
In this struggle, which has been 
waged actively for nearly three 
years, the balance of power has 
shifted somewhat from one side to 
the other. 


But it has never shifted decisive- 


ly to one side or the other. The to- 
talitarian states have won political 
victories and acquired spectacular 
prestige. But they are nearer than 
they ever were to the exhaustion 
of their reserves. The democracies 
have been repeatedly defeated and 
humiliated, but their 
capacity to 


resist, provided they are directly 
attacked, has been substantially re- 
inforced. 
| 


The immediate question iswheth-j 


er the dictators have reached the! 
point -ft hen they think they must, j 
when they think they can, chal-' 
lenge the democracies directly on j 
some issue uhich is directly and 
manifestly vital to them. It may be 
that this question may not be an- 
swered until later in the year, until 
Hitler has had time to incorporate 
in his military machine the booty 
he has just captured by occupying 
Prague and the booty he is presum- 
ably seeking out of Rumania. It 
may be that even then he will not 
risk the frontal challenge to Great 
Britain and France. 


But until that challenge is deliv- 


ered the European situation will 
remain a struggle of diplomatic at- 
trition, like the trench warfare of 
1915 to 1916.

Honeybees and Honty 
The story of honey Is bound up 


with pollen. In the case of many 
kinds of flowers, the powder like 
pollen must be spread from one 
plant to another to produce seeds 
which will grow. 


An important way in which this 


happens is by the work of honey- 
bees. As the bees pass from flower 
to flower, the pollen gets on their 
bodies. While is ts being carried 
around, some of it is "dusted, off." 


The bees dp this while they are 


going about in search of "nectar." 
The nectar of ,a flower is a sweet 
liquid. It is sipped by a worker 
bee. and carried back to the hive 
in its "honey bag." In the hive it 
is rather thin, but it grows thicker 
when part of the water in it turns 
to vapor. Then the cell is sealed 
over with wax. 


At some time in the far-distant 


past, bees learned that their tribe 
could live only»if they stored 
honey. Honey is used in feeding 
their young. 


Long ago people started to steal 


honey which bees were saving for 
the young. The 'honey was eaten 
as a sweet during times 
when 


nothing was known- about sugar. 
In the Bible we read 
that 
the 


Promised Land of the Hebrews 
was 
"flowing 
with 
milk and 
honey." 


The art of bee-keeping was fol- 


lowed in olden Europe, and the 
bees gave a steady supplj' of 
honey to the peasants who took 
care of them. Bees have seldom, 
if ever, been "tamed" in the true 
sense of the word, but they use 
the empty hives which men give 
them. 


We are told that North Amer- 


ica had no honeybees before the 
white settlers came here. There 
are wild honeybees on this con- 
tinent, but they are believed to be 
descended from bees brought over 
from 
Europe. 
Bees 
sometimes 


swarm far away from 'the hive, 
and then may become "wild." 


The raising of honeybees is to- 


day an important industry on this 
side of the Atlantic. A pound and 
a half of honey is produced year- 
ly for each person in the United 
States. 
Canada does better than 


that, with an average of more 
than three pounds per person. I 
am speaking of "average per per- 
son." The honeybees of the United 
States supply almost six times as ' 
much honey as those of Canada, 
but there are about 12 times as 
many people in the United States 
as in Canada. 


Bumblebees 
store honey, 
but 


their honey does not please the 
taste of peonle. Yet the bumble- 
bee is of value—it spreads pollen 
among clover plants, and in that:
